ABOUT BUILDING. 


There is almost a countless number ot 


new houses goi«g up throughout the 
city, but they are universally wooden 
structures, and with a very few excep- 
tions, all for residence purposes. We 
were told yesterday, that John W. Pear- 
son, at the Point, has erected one hun- 
dred himself, and that all are occupied 
and more wanted in Hie same neighbor- 
hood, lie that as it may, the time must 
soon come, if it is not over due already, 
when many solid structures for business 
purposes will have to be erected. Par- 
ticularly is this the case along Broadway, 
a street cursed with scores of rooms of 
limited space for shops, iiud bringing in 
rents all out of proportion to their worth 
and accommodations. 


It seems to be the aim of the landlords 


to ranltu their real estate bring in house 
rent as quickly and often as possible, 
regardless of the convenience or wants 
of the tenants, to say^nothing of the 
looks of the town. Many of the finest 
-blocks of land along Broadway are dis- 
graced with the cheayest and most nar- 
row contracted sort of buildings. 


It is a short-sighted policy, and is 


hurting the owner and the city to a de- 
gree that is almost sickening. There 
never was a case where a town needed 
A few live men of means to step 
iu and give things 
a 
new start. 


A few 
blocks 
of 
two 
to 
three 


stories iuhiglit, with a superior class of 
store-rooms fronting on this one street, 
would do more for Oakland than all the 
talk about harbor improvements ever 
did or will. 
The population is hare 


to justify it, and the evidences are over- 
whelming as to the rapid and continued 
increase of population. 
But every de- 


lay on the part of the people who could 
materially assist in providing the pro- 
portion of business accommodations, is 
increasing the basket brigade that plies 
between the metropolis and its chief 
suburb.
